of the equatorial regions. It is an influ- 
ence flowing from the character of the 
parents and other members of the family, 
and the arrangements of the boasehold, 
and their familiar conversation, and modes 
of speech, the conduct of their unguar- 
ded hoarse, their little preferences, their 
favorite tastes and whims—in short, all 
that they do themselves, and all that they 
say of others. .This is an influence over 
the child's heart which is never interrup- 
fed. When you thiok not of it, it is ope- 
rating. When you have forgotten that 
your offspring is present, it is operating. 
If it be of atendency contrary to the lan- 
guage of your advice, it thwarts that ad- 
vice. It putsa powerful and irresistible 
negative on every admonition. It contra- 
dicts every profession, and sets at nought 
every expostulation.

Mr. Evrror,—The following narrative of 
the devoted life and triumphant death of a dis- 
ciple of our Lord Jesus Christ, was written 
by a sister of the deceased, who had not, at 
the time of ber sister’s death, made a public 
profession of re) bat pot long after- 
wards was baptized, and joined the First Bap- 
tist Charch in Providence. She has since 
been gnited in marriage to Cyrus Keith, Esq. 
and has continued to evince her attact,:ment to 
that adorable Saviour who carried her depar- 
ted sister so joyfully through the dark va'ley 
of the shadow of death. With many of the 
leading features of this accouut, I had a per- 
sonal acquaintance; and an indelible impres- 
sion was made upon my mind in visiting her 
the morning of her departure. Being called, 
about the dawn of day, to see her, as the mes- 
conget informed she was dyiag, I hastened to 
the house of joy and mourning. Upon enter- 
ing the deor below stairs, | heard her voice so 
audible and distinct, that 1 presumed there 
must have been a mistake as (to ber situation; 
but, upon eatering the chamber, | found her 
most earnestly exhorting an aged lady to at- 
tend to the vast conceras of her soul. She 
finished her address, and then reached out her 
dying hand to me, and expressed her joy in 
prospect of a glorious immortality. Sbe pro- 
ceeded to state the satisfaction she had in the 
gospel which I had preached, and most sol. 
emnly warned me to continue to ach the 
same, till death. Indeed I had only to listen 
with admiration to the displays of rich and 
sovereign grace in the dear soul about to take 
its flight inte the mansions of light and bles- 
sedness. A young maa who had possessed 
infidel principles, and combated her views of 
religion, was by her request called into the 
room, and addressed by her, in the most so- 
leinn and impressive manuer. She asked him 
whether that religion could be a fiction, which 
afforded the soul such support and happiness 
in such an bour ; and warned bim against the 
fallacy of his views After a lapse of more 
than forty years in the ministry, | have 
scarcely ever seen such an instance of heay- 
en shining upon a soul in its hour of separa-

thrifty farmers, &c. Of adult inhabitants, 
about one half are convicts io servitude, one 
fourth convicts who have beea emancipated, 
and one fourth free emigrants.

Assassination of Major Laing and Cupt. | 
Clapperton.—Itis with great cuacern that we 
state there is nu longer any dvubt with re- 
spect to the fate of those enterprising, perse- 
veriog, but uofortunate traveilers. They 
have been both murdered. The Pasha of 
Tripoli bas received letters from one of his of- 
ficers in tbe interior of Africa, communica- 
ting the painful intelligence. 

it appears that Major Laing was severely 
wounded by robbers in the territory of Tou- 
alt. Having, however, recovered, in conse- 
quence of the kind attention of a marabout 
or priest, he at length succeeded in reaching 
Timbucioo. But he had scarcely arrived, be- 
fore the Foulahs, that powerful aad warlike 
horde which at present reigns exclusively 
over the unmense deserts of central Africa, 
came to the number of thirty thousand, and 
demanded that Major Laing should be deliver- 
ed up to them, that they might put him to 


Al:hined-Labbon, who repaired to Timbuctoo, 


oo the arrival of Major Laing. After having 
accomplished his immediate object by the as- 
sasination ofour brave friend, he destroyed 
the obligarch in Timbuctoo, and estab lised, 
as the sole governor of the city, the very Oth- 
man Vouid-Quaid-Aboubekhr, whom we have 
already mentioned. Poor Clapperten was 
inurdered at Sacatoo the ordinary residence 
of the Sultan Bello; notwithstanding the kiud 
reception he had experienced from the Sultan 
on his first visit. This double perfidity of the 
African Prince, by whom these sanguinary
